The People's Law. 


The Provisional Government's plans for 
the restoration of the machinery of law 
were explained in Parliament yesterday 
by the Minister for Home Affairs. We 
believe that the country will be well 
pleased with them. The Government has 
resisted two temptations—the temptation 
to effect big reforms in a hurry, and the 
temptation to make al] things new. It 
has decided to go slowly and to utilise 
existing agencies until time and improved 
conditions allow it to lay the solid founda- 
tions of an administrative system that will 
satisfy the country’s permanent needs. A 
temporary magistreey will be appointed 
forthwith in the iszore peaceful counties, 
and its work will be developed as the area 
of settlement expands. These paid magis- 
trates will have only. a summary jurisdic- 
tion, will hold courts in their districts on 
about twenty days in every month, and 
will be selected exclusively from the two 
branches of the legal profession. They will 
be neither assisted nor encumbered by 
members of the old local magistracy, which, 
indeed, will cease to exist. There will be 
nu interference with the work of the County 
Court Judges, who will continue to exercise 
their customary jurisdiction. By these 
means the Government hopes to be able 
gradually to re-establish the sanctions of 
law throughout the twenty-six counties. 
In the meanwhile a Judicial Committee 
will be engaged in shaping a reformed 


legal system for the future uses of the 


Free State. The sober merits of the 
Government s plan are obvious and won 
the almost unanimous. approval of the 
House. 

Mr. O Higgins s speech yesterday ushered 
the Civic Guard into an important. place 
in the national life. We gather that the 
beginnings of this force were not happy. ; 
but we accept the Minister's assurance 
that the Guard is now a body on which the 
Government and all law-abiding subjects 
of the State can depend. Henceforward 
it will replace the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary throughout Southern Ireland ; but it

In particular, the laws which 
contro] the sale of strong drink have been 
ignored and evaded on an increasing scale. 
Any man who uses his eyes in Dublin 
knows that intoxicating liquor is ‘far too 
easily accessible to people of all ages. The 
abuse is equally rife in the provinces, 
where, as we are informed, new licences 
are being granted in wholesale defiance 
of the law. In these days, when half the 
youth of the country is in arms for or 
against the State, the uncontrolled con- 
sumption of strong drink is a public danger 
of the gravest kind. The time calls not 
merely for the strict enforcement of exist- 
ing regulations, but for emergency safe- 
guards. Surely these are as necessary in 
Southern Ireland now as they were in the 
days of the European War. It would be 
absurd to suppose that unscrupulous drink- 
sellers in many parts of Ireland have not 
taken advantage of the disappearance of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary. We hope 
that the Provisional Government not only 
will announce without delay that the en-

Rhodesia. 


The political struggle which is being 
waged in South Africa over the future of 
Rhodesia has many points of similarity 
with the Irish problem. Eeonomic and 
other materia] considerations urge the 
absorption of Southern Rhodesia into the 
South African Union. Sentiment, which 
binds the Rhodesian settlers tightly to 
Great Britain, cannot forget.the Boer War 
and is strongly in favour of an indepen- 
dent Government at Bulawayo. A referen- 
dum will be taken on October 10th to 
decide the issue. The Union Government 
has offered generous terms to the 
Rhodesians, and General Smuts is very 
anxious to complete the work of Cecil 
Rhodes by uniting all whité South Africa | 
under a central

| business point of view Rhodesia er South 
Africa alike stand to gain enormously 
through .a union. Rhodesia has only 
thirty thousand white inhabitants, and 
suffers very heavily from lack of capital 
to develop its magnificent resources. 
South Africa could supply all its needs, 
both in men and money, while its great 
sssets would enrich the Union consider- 
ably. At present competent observers 
believe that the result of che referendum 
will show a large majority in favour of 
political independence. Sooner or later, 
of course, union will become inevitable ; 
but the Rhodesians distrust their Southern 
neighbours, and fear* that in a Union 
Government their interests would be 
swamped in the interest of the Dutch 
majority. Two prominent Rhodesians 
are conducting a fierce campaign against 
the project. Sir Charles Coghlan and 
Sir Francis Newton, leaders of the 
responsible Government Party, have no 
faith in General Smuts'’s promises and 
regard his offer as a cunning snare. They 
both take the line that the Union Govern- 
ment is bankrupt, and that General Smuts 


wants Rhodesia merely in, order to re- 


plenish his depleted coffers. The Rhodesian 
settlers apparently have put all their faith 
in these two leaders. If they reject the 
Union’s offer, they will be guilty of a 
grave mistake ; for they will discover when 
it is too late that their real interests 
are centred not in Bulawayo, but in the 
South African Union. For a while the 
South African people were very anxious to 
secure the adhesion of Rhodesiqg to the 
Union, but now that the “responsible 
Government ” campaign has gone so far, 
they are changing their minds rapidly. In 
the words of the Cape Town Correspondent 
of The Times, “they sympathise with 
General Smuts’s broad vision, but regard 
Rhodesia, in the present temper of a large 
section of its people, more as an incubus 
than as an acquisition, and believe that 
they are being asked to pay too much 
for a doubtful blessing.’’ . Rhodesia will 
be compelled in due time to join the 
Union, not by force of arms or by force 
of propaganda, but by the inexorable 
pressure of hard economic fact. In the 
meanwhile the people of the South can 
afford ‘to wait, and onght to avoid any- 
thing in word or deed that might make 
the task of ultimate unity even more diffi- 
cult than it is to-day. 


Reckless Driving. 


In the course of a case in the Dublin 
Courts yesterday the Recorder commented 
very strongly on the reckless way in which 
motor vehicles are being driven through 
the city streets. His remarks will be en- 
dorsed by the great majority of the public. 
Many owners and drivers of motor cars 
seem to ignore all considerations of public 
safety. They dash through the streets at a 
pace which gravely imperils the lives and 
limbs of less affluent citizens, whose 
modest means compel them to walk. The 
number cf serious accidents which has 
taken place in recent mont. : in Dublin 
has been very alarming. A certain pro- 
portion of them has been due to military 
traffic, which has grown enormously. No 
doubt, the danger of ambush impels the 
drivers of military lorries and cars to main- 
tain a speed which in ordinary circum- 
stances would be highly reprehensible. so 
iar as private vehicles are concerned, the 
police regulations ought to be enforced 
with far greater rigour, and sharp fines 
eught to be imposed on every driver who 
is guilty of exceeding the speed limit. The 
people of Dublin have enough to worry 
them, in all conscience, without being ex- 
posed to the risk of their lives every time 
when they cross a street. The thorough- 
fares of a big city are no place for speed 
trials. If the drivers of motor cars or 
motor cycles are anxious to test the worth 
of their machines, they always can make 
the experiment on a country road where 
the chances of an accident are slight. We 
hope that the Recorder's timely remarks 
will not be ignored ; for, as he very truly 
said, the conduct of some motorists has 
become intolerable.

German Vandals. 


German vandalism was one. of the 
favourite catch-cries during the war. The 
tendency to barbarism has broken out 
again, this time in Berlin, and public 
opinion has been much outraged by 
the wilful mutilation of a number of 
beautiful statues. The campaign can have 
no political motive, because the statues 
which have been damaged are those not of 
kings or potentates, but chiefly of artists, 
against whose memory no possible grudge 
can be borne, Both the forearms and several 
toes have been removed from the statue 
to Chodwiecki, the famous Berlin en- 
graver, which used to be one of the 
treasures of the museum in the Lust- 
garten. The lovely Wagner group in the 
Tiergarten has been defaced by the smash- 
ing of a marble harp, while fingers, noses, 
and other minor parts have been destroyed 
on various statues throughout the city. 
The Siegesallee, unfortunately, seems to 


| have escaped the attention of the vandals. 


It contains some of the worst statues in 
the world, which were erected at the order 
of the ex-Kaiser. The witty Frenchman 
who, when he saw them for the first time, 
remarked, “ Nous sommes vcngés,” ex- 
pressed in his inimitable way the feelings 
of artists throughout the world. If the 
Berlin vandals had attacked these 
monstrosities, nobody would have blamed 
them very much; but the outrages which 
they have committed against Berlin’s few 
artistic monuments are utterly despicable 
and vile.

The Britis: forces—naval, military, and 
air—in the Near East are now considered 
by the Government advise rs to he 
strong enough to meet all immediate 
eventualities. Our forces at 
are thought to “be sufficiently strong 
to hold that position in case of attack, 
and there is no real ground for believiny 
that the Turks have been allowed inside 
our lines at-that place. Provided that the 
Turks are restrained, and do not attack, 
the prospect is not hopeless. ‘The pre- 
sumption is that the Turkish leaders want 
the Allies to fire the first shot and thus 
enable them to appeal to the Mohammeaan 
world on the ground that they were being 
attacked by the Christians. ‘The Govern- 
ment does not intend that such an oppor- 
tunity shall be afforded to them. 

‘We do not want to be forced to fire a 
shot,” said a Whitehall authority to-day, 
in making clear the British Government . 
position in the Turkish crisis. “ But the 
public should clearly understand the vital 
world importance of the freedom of the 
Straits. Our policy is entirely pacific ; 
for, should the Kemalists cross the Straits, 
the whole of Eastern Europe might be 
lighted up by the flames of war. We are 
at Chanak in the cause of all-round peace, 
as well as of important British interests. 
If war should break out, the despatch cí 
strong British reinforcements presumably 
would have to be taken in hand. 


FRANCE'S ATTITUDE. 


The attitude of France is of the first 1m- 
portance. By Article 15 of the agreement 
concluded between M. Franklin-Bouillon 
and the Kemalist Turks, the French 
undertook not to take up arms against the 
Turks in Asia. But would they, in certain 
circumstances, take up arms against them 
in Europe? It would place France in a 
dificult position ; ; for, obviously, if the 
answer were in the affirmative, the Frank- 
lin-Bouillon agreement would go. France 
seeks to avoid this dilemma by using her 
influence with the Turks on the side of an 
accommodation with Great Britain. 

It is understood that there will be daily 
meetings of the Cabinet until the present 
crisis is cleared up. The Prime Minister 
intends to remain at 10 Downing street 
from now, though he will get away into 
the country for a few hours when the 
situation permits. - Ministers are now 
working together with the utmost smooth- 
ness, though there was a stage in the dis- 
cussion last week when & very ‘serious 
difference developed. Two policies were 
under discussion, and both parties grew 
very warm. For a few hours it seemed 
likely that there would be a rupture, with 
some resignations, but the Prime Minister 
succeeded in bringing about unanimity, 
and the Cabinet is now united in pursa'ng 
the policy already outlined by Mr Lloyd 
George. 

The Pall Mail Gazette to-day says that 
for the second time within twelve months 
Mr. Lloyd George’s general election plans 
have been shattered by unforeseen events 
and. circumstances. On Monday this 
paper stated that an early decision as 'o 
an appeal to the country might be ex- 
pected. It says now that the decision has 
been made and that Mr. Lloyd George has 
abandoned his intention of going to the 
country this year. This is borne out by 
the fact that supporters of the Govern- 
ment have received within the past few 
hours assurances that there is now no 
need of pressing forward with their local 
campaigns as if a contest were immediately 
impending. At the same time very great 
emphasis is laid on the uncertainty of the 
whole situation, The war peril has reached 
such a stage of acuteness that Ministers, 
who all through have adopted a distinctly 
optimistic attitude, are expressing grave 
anxiety as to the course of events. 


M. VENIZELOS. 


Doubts ate expressed here as to the atti- 
tude of M. Venizelos, should he be invited 
to return to Greece. He himself has 
recently stated that politics no longer 
appeal to him; but that was before the 
break up in Athens. Now that his great 
opponent, Constantine, has departed, the 
circumstances are so different that he may 
well reconsider his position. A character 
sketch of Constantine by M. Venizelos is 
interesting at this particular moment, 
because it enables people to understand 
why the ex-King was never popular with 
his Ministers. M. Venizelos says that “he 

would make up his mind upon some tiny 
question ard close it completely to wider 
issues. He dug his mental heels in—as 
it were—stuck out his long chin, and 
jibbed. It was just this tendency which 
achieved his ruin.’’ 

Officers in tne Regular Army bound for 
the Near East are travelling under much 
more comfortable conditions than when 
they went to France. Some artillery 
oficers at Euston to-day ‘were on their 
way to join a troopship, and they were 
quite prepared for a long stay in a warm 
Their baggage made a huge pile. 
and included polo sticks. golf clubs, tennis 
ra¢quets, and other materials for sport 
Full kit is allowed, and every officer is able 
to take with him fifteen *hundredweight 
of luggage. 

Considerably relief was 
to-day in Irish circles at the 
of the postal strike. So many Nách have 
been without news cf their relatives ever 
since the strike started that there is a 
probability that the mails will be rather 
congested during the next few days, 
the telegraph wires have been to-day. The 
tane of the speeches in the Vail during 
the debates on the Constitution and the 
strike settlement are regarded as an indica 
tion that a better time is coming for 
Ireland.

LEPROSY. 


The increasing use of the 
method of treating leprosy by intravenous 
and intramuscular injections of soluble 
product« of chaulmoogra and other ails, 
says the British Medical Journel, 1s 
already producing results undreamt of 
only a few vears ago. In India the treat- 
ment was cemmenced in the largest leper 
asylum in that country. at Purulia, early 
in 1921, under Dr. Muir's direction; and 
he has recently sent home the figures of 
the mortality among the seven hundred 
lepers there. These show a reduction of 
the death- rate in the first six months to 
66 per cent. in the second six months to 
29.6 per cent , and in the first six months 
of this year to only 21 per cent. of the 
average tates for the three years before 
the treatment was becun Recent reports

CIVIL, ADMINISTRATION. 


GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSALS. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. O’ Higgins) 
moved the following resalution :— 

“ That, in the opinion of this Dail, the Go- 
vernment should, whenever the military eitua- 
tion so permits, take immediate steps for the 
consolidation and re-establishment: of Civil Ad- 
ministration. and should, to that end, rescind 
the Decree establishing District and Parish 
Courts. in so far as it has not already been 
rescinded.”’ 

He said that the motion had been put down 
with a view to enabling Deputies to debate the 
whole question of civil administration, and the 
sters that it was proposed to take to lay the 
foundations of that administration. Deputies 
would remember that they could not now take 
permanent and far-reaching steps—it was not 
the time for such eteps, and the proposals 
which he would mention to the House were 
necessarily governed by the existing condition 
of affairs. 

They were put forward with a view to saving 
the foundations of ordered society in this coun- 
try, and, therefore, in that spirit and with that 
outlook he would ask Deputies to consider them. 
Most of them were familiar with the history of 
the Gourts set up under Dail Eireann, and most 
of them realised, conceived, as they were, in a 
time of stress, that those Courte did the work 
that they had to do, and very largely achieved 
the objects for which they were established. 
But while they knew that, and while they 
claimed that these particular Courts to a very 
large extent justified their existence, they knew 
that they were not of the kind that could 
remain permanent structures in the admrnistra- 
tion of justice in this country. 


ARBITRATION. 


In June. 1919. Arbitration Courts were started, 
and a motion was carried in the Dail establish- 
ing these “ National Arbitration Boards.” In 
June, 1920, it was decided to start Courte of 
Justice and Equity, and it was decided to bave, 
after a time, Courts having criminal: jurisdic- 
tion. In the summer of 1920 these Courts were 
set up throughout the country until there were 
Parish Courts in almost every parish, and cer- 
tainly there was no constituency without a Dis- 
trict Court. In these Courts, just’ as in local 
government, the people took from the British 
Administratian the control of their own affairs, 
and under the supervision and syperintendence 
of the Dai] Departments they left the enemy 
machines idle, with little or no grist coming 
to that particular mill. . 

In that respect the Dail Courts fulfilled the 
object for which they were set uf, which was 
to exhibit to the world that the whole people 
were turning from alien administration to their 
own Courts, hastily ect up by their Government 
in the heat of an armed terror. 

‘They had arrived now at a stage when the 
entire administration of the country had passed 
into the hands of the reople, and could be 
moulded by the representatives of the people, 
freely discussing and considering mattcrs In an 
open Parliament, and it was not the opinion of 
those primarily responsible that that particular 
machinery was adequate for the needs of the 
time. He had, therefore, now to put certain 
proposals before the Dail. 


STIPENDIARY MAGISTRATES. 

“It is the intention of the Government,”’ con. 
tinued Mr. O'Higgins, “to appoint, with very 
little delay, salaried magistrates to sit each in 
his own area as a Court of Summary Jurisdic- 
tion, having only the jurisdiction 
of an ordinary justico in the Fast. 
These magistfates or district judges cannot be 
sent out until the Civic Guard arejestablished 
throughout the country, but they Kee be sent 
out as quickly ae possible on the Peels of the 
police force, which must be their “ executive 
machinery.” 

That propoeal would involve the immediate 
withdrawal of the Commissions given in the 
past by the British and, with a specific object 
in view, by Dail Eireann. This was a tem- 
porary measure to meet a purely emergency 
situation. and i was a measure that was con- 
templated without prejudice to the report or 
findines of the Judicial Committee which would 
be set up to deal with the entire system of 
justice in the country. 

That particular Committee would deal with 
the adminictration of justice from the highest 
to the lowest Courts, and it would have in view 
the providing for the people of a more con- 
yenient and more economic syetem of justice. 
It would have in view the removal of the rather 
glaring defects of the British system, which was 
cumbrous, expensive, and not at all suited either 
to the needs or the genius of this country. 

There would be’ about 24, or 27 at the most, 
of these district judges appointed—these tem- 
porary fealaried magistrates. It wae thought 
that one of these should be etationed in a 
particular centre with about mine court centres 
around about him. and hold Courts on about 
P0' days in the month. At that rate 26 or 27 
such magistrates would be sufficient to meet 
the requirements. 

CIVIC GUARD. 

, He thought that the Civic Guard was & 
matter on which members would be anxious to 
receive information. He had from the Chief 
Commissioner a report showing that during the 
lash week the Civic Guards were sent out to 
the following places, and in the following 
aumbers :—Limerick, 50; Bruff, 20; Ennis, 25; 
Galway, 26; Ballinasloe, 20; Monaghan, 2; 
Clones, 20; Cavan, 25; Roscrea, 20; Mary- 
borough, 25; Kilkenny, 25; Naas, 25; Carlow, 
25: Wicklow, 25; Mullingar, 25; Longford, 25; 
Athione, 25: Granard, 20; Letterkenny, 25, and 
Buncrana, 25. 

That accounted for about 500 men, and at 
the moment the effective strength of the Guard 
was 1,500 officers and men. n addition they 
were guarding 60 banks in Dublin and district, 
and there were comparatively smal] posts in 
Swords, Dundrum, ‘Lucan, Foxrock, Kildare, 
Newbridge, Clonee, Athy, Rathdangan, Castle- 
dermot, and Portarlington. There was a fur- 
ther programme for next week, which would 

ractically exhaust the present —— of the 
oree, and it was proposed to proceed energet- 
eally with recruiting. 

As to: the Government’, intentions as to what 
this force would be, he would like to speak 
briefly. These men had gone out through the 
country, absolutely unarmed, as a civil police 
force for the protection of the rights and property 
of all the people. They did not want to arm 
this force sf it could possibly be avoided—they 
bad béen sent out unarmed. lt was an experi- 
ment—an experiment which the Government, 
at least. felt bound to make If that experiment 
failed, then the Government must consider the 
situation and deal with it as they thought best. 

They had no desire to model this force on its 
predecessor, but neither could they agree to 
face a sifuation in which the men would be shot 
down defenceless. 


UNHAPPY PAST.

Dail that the spirit of the force was excellent, 
and, while the standard of efficiency was not 
very high, he felt that there would be few 
reports against the conduct of the men. As to 
efficiency or experience, they would learn, just 
as their predecessors had to learn. and he felt 
that in these 1,.5Qmen there was the beginning 
of a highly efficient and self-respecting force 
that would be a real protection to the lite and 
rey of the people. 

Men had been sent into that force to make 
trouble and play upon the failings and the pre- 
judices of the men. he material was there to 
their hands, and they used that material ekil- 
fully and with at least a certain measure of 
success, if not with all the success that was 
hoped for by the people who sent them in. 
That particular corner. had been rounded and 
that particular chapter was closed, and he 
would ask that in this discussion the facts 
should not be re-opened. No good could come 
of that, and they should iurn their minds, just as 
the men had turned their minds, to the future 
and not to the past. ; 

Reading the evidence at that inquiry, it was a 
very ead and a very human story. They dealt 
with the situation as they found it, and he was 
satisfied that that particular trouble was over, 
and well over; and, on the whole, what had 
happened had been a salutary lesson to the 
men themselves. 


FOUNDATIONS OF NEW ORDER. 


They were standing amid the ruins of one 
administration wth the foundations of, another 
scarcely set. That was the position, and he 
wanted the Deputies and the people of the 
country to understand that it was the position, 
and that the things they did now were emer- 
gency measures, and did not reflect in any way 
what the Government would like to do, and 
would do, in the form of permanent measures 
for the future administration of justice in the 
country. 

Taking the situation as they found it, and 
starting at the lowest rung of the ladder—at 
these courts of summary jurisdiction—they felt 
that the selection of certain men in whom the 
people would have confidence, and the sending 
of these men out through the country, was at 
least a step towards holding the foundation 
together until the contemplated Judicial Com- 
mittee wa. set up and reported, and on a more 
secure basis and in better times they could deal 
with the situation in a proper way. 

The magistrates to be selected would be 
drawn from both branches of the legal profes- 
sions, and not otherwise. It would be their 
business to administer the existing law strictly 
and impartially. No man would be sent to 
an area with which he himself. had any. par- 
ticular ties or associations, end these magis- 
trates would go out, as the Civic Guard went 
out, in the name of the whole people, and for 
the protection of the rights of the people. 

For the present it was not proposed to inter- 
fere with the sittings of the ordinary County 
Courts—that step would only tend to make 
confusion worse confounded. There were only 
certain classes of cases with which they had 
jurisdiction to deal, and these cases were of 
urgent importance. These County Oourt 
Judges would go out at the usual time, and he 
trusted that the people would have sufficient 
rood sense to make use of them. 

It would be very unwise on the part of the 
Government to play the part of the bull in the 
china shop, and interfere with old institutions 
before they were ready wiih alternative 
schemes. 

END TO PREJUDICE. 

He trusted there would be an end to ignorant 
and prejudiced criticism about British Courts. 
They should try to grow out of that, and they 
should try to grow up as a nation. They should 
try to develop a capacity for looking facts in the 
face and admitting them. These were not British 
Courts. There were no British Courts in Ireland 
at present—there were no Couris in this country 
that were not Irish Courts, and the making 
of the laws was in the hands of the Irish 
people through their representatives, and if 
there was any particular law that the public 
thought should be repealed or altered they had 
the means at their disposal to repeal or alter 
that law 

When they were building they must build 
from the foundations. They should not build in 
a hasty, ill-considered way. The Committees 
bé would be set up would consider and report 
to the Government on the defects of the old 
system. The Government would build sure 
and firm upon that report. But until that 
report was made, and until an alternative 
machinery could be set up, he eppealed to the 
deputies and to the people outside for a little 
of that very uncommon quality called common- 
sense in considering this whole matter. 

This country was at present undergoing a 
test, and within the next six months they 
should know whether or’ not this country was 
going to endure the test—-whether it was going 
to use the opportunities that lay to its hand, or 
whether it was going to throw away its op- 
portunities and allow the harvest of the last 
four years to perish ungarnered in the field. 

Had that Dail been a unanimous Dail there 
would have heen trouble, and grave trouble, 
for this transitional period. There would have 
been the trouble of two reactions—the reaction 
of the world war and the reaction from their 
own special conditions of the past four years.

The whole country has welcomed the 
settlement of the postal dispute. There 
was a marked improvement in the services 
yesterday, and normal conditions will be 
restored to-day. 

There was some uneasiness in Dublin 
yestérday morning when it was noticed 
that pickets were on duty at the Central 
Telegraph Office, Amiens street, and other 
offices. It was hinted that some of the 
men objected to the terms, but the ex- 
planation was that they had not received 
official notification of the settlement. 

The Joint Strike Executive issued the 
following notice:—‘‘The staffs on strike 
are hereby instructed to resume work on 
Saturday, 30th inst., or as soon thereafter 
as the Executive's instructions reaches 


them.”’ 

_Another document issued 'bg the Strike Execu- 
tive contained a reference to “ face-saving,” 
and in the Provisional Parliament Mr. Cosgrave 
announced that the Government could not see 
its way to take back Messrs. D. R. Hogan, F.

UNPLEASANT INCIDENT. 


In the Provisional Brliament yesterday,, Mr. 
Darrell Figgis said that he had a motion on the 
Order Paper with reference to the postal strike. 
He said that he would withdraw it unless the 
Government had a statement to make. _ 

The President said that the Government state- 
ment, or, at least, the agreed statement, which 
was published that morning, described the situa- 
tion as it was understood on Thursday night 
by the Government, and by those who acted 
for the men; but in that evening's Pross 
Eas a statement from the headquarters 
of the Postal Union, at 4 Cavendish Row. That 
statement read :— 

“The official announcement regarding the 
Post Office wage settlement, which appears in 
this morning's Press, is a classical example of 
the art of face-saving. The terms of the 
agreement under which the strike has been 
called off are:—Three-ighths of the total 
cut to take effect from the lst September, 
and the balance on the Ist December. Tho 
actual effect of this reement is that our 
members continue to hold the Douglas atvard. 
The Postal Commission will resume its sittings 
at once, with a view to having the final re- 
port available before the lst December. The 
staffs on strike are hereby instructed to re- 
sumo work on Saturday, the 30th instant, or 
as soon thereafter as the Executive's instruc- 
tion reaches them. Signed on behalf of the 
Joint Strike Executive—D. R. Hogan, Irish 
Postal Union; F. Parkes, Irish Postal Workers’ 
Union: H. H. Donnan, Irish P.O. Engineering 
Union.” 

Continuing, the President said that, without 
asking for it, he had just received the following 
letter from Mr. James G. Douglas, Chairman of 
the Postal Commission :— 

“ My attention has been drawn to the state- 
ment issued by the Postal Unions, and I wish 
to point out that their reference to face- 
saving is ridiculous, in view of the fact that 
I have the signatures of their leaders agreeing 
to the issue of the statement setting forth 
the agreement exactly as published in the 
Press to-day. 

“While it is true that the Postal Com- 
mission will resume its work at an early date, 
I would like to make it clear fhat I gave no 
undertaking as to the date of the report. and 
I explained that the agreement reached was 
in no way contingent on the report of the 
Commission.” 

The President said that he had only to add 
the Government could not see its way to take 
back Mr. D. R. Hogan, Mr. F. Parkes, or Mr. 
H. H. Donnan until that statement was with- 


drawn. F 
FORGIVE AND FORGET. 


Mr. T. J. O'Connell (Labour) said that he 
regretted that this statement should have ap- 

sared in the evening papers. He believed 
Chiat when a strike was over and settled that 
the less said about 1t on either side the better. 
They knew that each party to a fight was 
anxious to say that it won. They must make 
certain allowances for that human failing. 

He regarded the issuing of that statement by 
the unions as unwise, and, in his opinion, the 
‘action suggested by the President was equally 
unwise and not at all suited to the alleged 
crime. In his opinion it was attaching alto- 
gether too much importance to it for the Pre- 
sident to publicly punish or humiliate the men 
whe had signed the statement. 

If the President examined the statement he 
would find that it was not of the serious import 
that he attached to it. It might be argued that 
it, was face-saving, but it did not say that about 
the Government. There might be some face- 
saving from the point of view of the men, and 
he thought that the statement with regard to 
the Commission did not stray sufficiently far 
from the facts of, the case to warrant the im- 
portance that had been attached to it by the 
President. publicly stating that these three men 
would not be taken back. 


A FOOLISH THING. 


He put it to the President—at that stage of 
the dispute was it a wise thing to take that 
action with regard to these three men for hav- 
ing done what was, at most, a foolish thing? 
He respectfully suggested that it was not of 
sufficient importance to make a statement in 
that way. 

The men themselves in their statement had 
contradicted it. They had called off the strike, 
and were going back to work at 12 o'clock that 
night, and would be at work to-morrow morning. 
If the Government persisted in the action an- 
nounced by the President, he respectfully: sub- 
mitted that they were in for more trouble. He 
did not think that anyone there, or anyone In 
the country, wanted any more trouble in the 
postal business. 

He suggested that the President having made 
his statement should withdraw the latter part, 
and not take any more notice of the matter 
further than publishing Mr. Douglas’s letter 
which had sufficiently justified the action of the 
Government. FE: 

Mr.- Hennessy said that he was surprised 
that three postal servants should have issued a 
statement conveying euch an impression that 
the Government was face-saving, and he thought 
that Mr. O'Connell should use his good offices 
to make these three gentlemen withdraw it in 
the interests of peace. 

Dr. MacCartan eaid that it might be that the 
men were regarding it as face-saving. 

In reply to an chutevations from the Labour 
benches, the President said We do not want 
victimisation; we want the truth. 

Mr. -E. ,Blythe suggested that the matter 
should not*be further discussed. 

Mr. Darrel Figgis said that his best course 
was to withdraw his motion at once. (Laughter.) 

The motion was accordingly withdrawn.

WAR MENACE,| 


MEANINGLESS PEACE 
TREATIES. 

SIR LAN HAMILTON’S 
WARNING. 


-“ 


Speaking at the unveiling of the Cambuslang 
War’ Memorial yesterday, General Sir Ian 
Hamilton said that they were there to pay 
homage to the memories of brave soldiers who 
fell at Helles and: Suvia, as well as on the 
wider fields of the West. - 

Most of them to whom their thoughts went 
out that day were young. Many belonged to 
the famous Lowland Division, and were sleeping 
their long sleep on the promontory which 
divided the Zgean from the Hellespont, There, 
where each returning spring sprinkled the 


ground thickly with lillies and all sorts of 


wonderfu] flowers, twenty thousand of our dead 
were left by their comrades when they vanished 
nearly seven years ago, one darkest winter 
night, on the wings of the rising storm, They 
were left there in their glory, but not alone. 
Besides the Turks, who had triumphed not over 
our soldiers, but over weaker wills than their 
own, they knew from the enemy conimander 
that 60,000 of the pride and backbone of bis 
force had entered their Paradiso through the 
gate of Gallipoli. 

Eighty thousand dead!—and that, in what was 
known in the military slang of those. days as a 
* sideshow ’’—continued Sir Jan. Surely figures 
like these were excuse enough for telling the 
people of Ashton-under-Lyne a fortnight ago 
that the world stood on the brink of a calamity. 
Every soldier who has kept up any sort of 
ee with Continental soidiers knows 
rt e may, or may not, have escaped this 
particular crisis, but the world still hangs poised 
over the abyss. A year ago I would not have 
thus raised my voice against war. I was cradled 
amidst the Gordon Highlanders in their bar- 
racks at Corfu, long since given back to the 
Greeks by Mr. Gladstone.’ From my childhood 
upwards I have taken part in all the trouble 
that was going, and have had no quarrel with 
war. The sight of the srticken field may have 
brought tears to my eyes, the groans of falling 
comrades may have brought my heart into my 
mouth, but I have always gone on again next 
time. Why not, when I thought, and still 
think, that so far as the individual goes there 
is no braver winding sheet than khaki? 


A SUPERB FORCE, 

So I warn you now, as one who knows, that 
if you take the field against war you are out 
against a tremendous force—satanic, if you will; 
but superb. By war, man, “that bold and ad- 
venturous piece of nature,”’ may get out of the 
rut, and escape the everlasting grind of the 
mill. By war he may live deep, and drink his 
cup of adventure to the lees. If our heroes to 
whom this memorial has been raised could them- 
selves be raised from the dead they would enlist 
again to-morrow to fight for bonnie Scotland, 
and die once again, if needs be, for the freedom 
of the far-off Dardanelles. 

A year ago these were my feelings, and I can- 
not altogether forget them. But during the 
past twelve months I have unveiled too many 
memorials. Firet, the shouting of the captains; 
next these silent memorials! Nothing speaks 
straighter than a memorial to any politician, 
soldier, or Monarch, whose conscience tells him 
he might have prevented war. When we see 
the little children coming to lay their wreaths, 
we feel something stir within us—we see the 
other side of the picture. If we are human 
beings, with human hearts, we begin to think 
how best war might be brought to an end. 


HOW TO DO TT. 


How may we Scotsmen best do the most 
splendid thing, and the one most worthy. of our 
ancestors? In old times, after a long and de- 
vastating war like that which has just exhausted 
mankind, we should have been sfe from fresh 
appeals to arms for fifty years. Why not now ? 
Why do.we fall from one convulsion into 
another, and find that any fanatic or adventurer 
has the power to drop sparks into the powder 
magazine? The root of the matter is this. We 
have never made peace. Peace was the last 
thing the men who made the Treaties of Ver- 
sailles and Savres were thinking about. Punish- 
ment is what they were after. 


WHAT PEACE NEEDS. 

Peace does not need armies of occupation to 
enforce it. If it does, it is indeed a peace 
which passeth all understanding; for it is, in 
fact, no peace at all, but only an armistice. 
Vereenigning did not need what are now called 
occupations and guarantees. Kitchener had 
made an agreed peace instead of the uncon- 
ditional surrender sought for by the politicians 
of the day, and our only thought then ‘vas to 
get our troops baek to the old country as socn 
as our late enemies could spare them. 

When you seek cash payments for the vlood 
of those you have lost, can vou not for 
yourselves how, even as vou finger the marks. 
they turn into dirty scraps of paper, stamped 
with mocking promises, just as fairy gold used 
to change during the course of 1 night m-.> a 
handful of dead leaves? When you seek ven- 
geance it escapes you in just the same way as 
you can see for yourselves in the resulis of 
Treaties like those of Versailles and Savres. 

Had. we truly aimed at peace and tle de- 
militarism of Europe, instead of at the ‘+ enty- 
four thousand million sterling, and the Kaiser's 
head, held out like glittering baits to people at 
the end of 1918, we might have inflicted a 
mortal wound on w r. Even now.there is time, 
though as we hesilate the sands sre runr'ng 
out apace. i 

We must see the present crisis vhroi“h as oue 
man. When we bave done so, let ns remove our 
own troops from the Rhine. The Fleet is well 
able to take charge of our interests in Ger- 
many. Next make a real League cf Nations 
instead of a committee of conquerors, ask them 
as their first task to flood the powder mugazine 
of Europe by revising the Treaty of Versailles— 
handle these ideas in the old Cambustan way, 
in the spirit of the “ Preaching Braes,” jn the 
revival spirit known of old throughout Sectland 
as the “‘Camsland war of 1743.” ‘shen, icceed, 
these boys of yours will have died to so great 
a purpose that this memorial will mase a 
landmark in history.

THE NATIONAL HONOUR 


RESPONSIBILITY OF THE

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Our experienced Correspondent in the Near 
East telegraphs from Constantinople that 
Mustapha Kemal has replied to General 
Sir Charles Harington's last communication by 
an undertaking not to make further movements 
of troops into the neutral zone, and with the 
expression of a wish to met Sir Charles Haring- 
ton himself at the earliest opportunity. 

On the face of it, this news is the most 
satisfactory that has come from the Near Kast 
since the crisis became acute. Unfortunately, 
it does not stand alone. The Kemalist troops, 
to the number of three or four thousand, are 
reported to have advanced up to .the British 
wire entanglements in the neighbourhood of 
Chanak. British vtticers on the spot are alleged 
to hoid it impossible to allow this situation to 
continue, despite the apparently friendly atti- 
tude of the Turks, who are now able to re- 
connoitre our positions at their. ease. Near 
Ismid the Turks are concentrated round the 
town, and the outloox is disquietinz, 

We believe the wish of the nation to be that 
Ministers should not ecek: to influence the 
responsible commander on the spot in his judg- 
meng as to the best way of deaiing 
with the extremely anxious problem that 
confronts him. Whatever happens-whether an 
actual collision occurs between the British troops 
and the Turks, or whether it 1s avoided by a 
continuance of the tact and the forbearance 
which Sir Charles Harington has hitherto dis- 
played—it is futile for Ministers to hope that in 
the excitement of hostilities their responsibility 
for having allowed tlie country to drift into 
them will be, or can be, overlooked. 

The question might even arise whether they, 
who have so sorely mismanaged the making of 
peace in the Near East, and, indeed, in Europe, 
could be trusted with the conduct of national 
affairs in the event of war.

GROWER TO CONSUMER.

COSTS OF DISTRIBUTION. 


The dispariiy between the net amount re- 
ceived by the grower and the retail price paid 
by the consumer is a perennial cause of dis- 
satisfaction, says The Z'imes editorially. This 
year in many places an abundant fruit harvest 
is being wasted because it is not profitable to 
market the crop. The same thing happens often 
in regard to catches of fish. Unquestionably, 
tleere is abundant room for improvement in the 
system of collection and distribution of perish- 
zble commodities, which would be a boon alike 
to the consumer and to the producer; but the 
urgency of reducing the cost of distribution has 
attfacted far less attention than the problem of 
reducing the cost of manufacture. 

We hear a great deal about mass production, 
but nothing at all of mass distribution, if such 
a term be permissible. In regard to bigh 


transport charges it is important to remember 
that the cost of dealing with regular traffic in 
bulk is infinitely less than that of handling 
irregular consignments in small quantities. The 
transport companies are perfectly justified in 
pointing to the nature of the traffic they are 
called upon to handle as one of the obstacles to 
a reduction in charges; and the way to cheaper 
transport undoubtedly lies through better 
organisation.

It is not the levving of interest or 
dividends, or any other form of unearned in- 
come from industry, that has led to all our 
economic woes; it is the mode of making the 
levy that had been at fault. Industry could 
produce ten times and a hundred times the 
dividends it is actually producing, were not the 
production utterly paralysed by the present 
mode of making the levy. This has heen proved 
to demonstration by advocates of the “Douglas'' 
Credit Reform Scheme.—(5) 

I have no hesitation in sayine that this 
Scheme deserves the most serious consideration 
of the Irish Government.

HE City of the Sultans is one of the 
supremely interesting spots im the 
world. .In beauty of situation it has 
been compared to Naples afd Edin- 
burgh, but it surpasses both.

first Christian city, it is, like Rome and ijike 
Jorusalem, built on seven hills.

On the last of these old Bronté suddenly died. 
The boy whom he had adopted, true to the 
early indication of his characteristics, embezzled 
all his master’s money and destroyed his ac- 
count books. Not content with this loathsome 
act against his generous protectors, he proceeded 
‘to drive them from hearth and home. Obtain- 
ing the position of sub-ag’:.+ to the Jandlord 
of their holding, he left no stone 
unturned to carry out his nefarious 
schemes. Old Bronté’s sons fled to England, 
and obtaining good situations, sent remittances 
to their widowed mother and sisters to maintain 
the farm. A crue] blow was now to fall upon 
them. By a cunning ruse Welsh compromised 
tbe honour of their youngest sister Mary, which 
compelled a marriage with him, and, bribing 
the landlord’s agent, obtained possession of 
the. fontes’ home, and assumed bheir surname.

N idealist certainly is one who strives 
A after the ideal, but now we are u 
avainst the question —What is the ideal? 
Feeling the righteous glow of an earnest seeker 
after truth, we look up the dictionary to help 
us out, and there find two excellent defini- 
tions—one, that which exists in imagination 
only: tha other, the tendency towards the 
highest conceivable perfection.

Does not, then, the 
species idealist follow in the ordinary nature 
of things? Woman is finely tempered, de- 
licately sensitive, and the black eheep appeals 
to the highly-strung emotional side of her. at 
creates an emotion, it edds a zest, it lends a 
thrill. One thrill to a woman is as a thous wd 
drops in the cup of the wine of li*e. 

The idealist is set afar off in a wonderland . 
that belongs to her dreams, not to the ordinary 
light of day. She takes flights on the golden 
wings of fancy; she dwelis amongst the stars. 
She worships at the shrine of the unattainable; 
a myth which she herself creates is her idol, 
the myth of the non-existent. She scorns the 
mere mundane, she despises the real. She is 
unpractical, illogical, unstable, and generally 
lacks the quality of common-sense in dealing 
with the affairs of everyday life. Often through 
keeping her gaze fixed on the lode-star of her 
desires she does not see the opportunities that 
lie at her feet. She misses a lot of the joy of 
living for she is too “ exalted ” for this life. 

She is like a perfectly polished and finished 
gem placed in an unworthy setting; so she 
world have you believe at any rate. 

Idealism is a beautiful thing, no doubt, -n its 
way, but somehow or other you cannot asso- 
ciate it with the basic things of life in a world 
such as ours is of the present day. It is funda- 
mentally weak, it ignores the essential, and 
reaches too much towards the immaterial. 
It is very like that most common but least 
understood emotion of all—love. To put it 
crudely, love in a cottage is all very well, 
there is nothing wrong with it, but the parties 
concerned cannot live on fresh air. If the 
essential factors in the case are lacking, love 
comes to earth with a crash. Yes, it does, in 
spite of what the idealist may say. Love is 
an uncontrollable emotion, ‘tis said, yet I 
wonder if this world’s goods do not very often 
control. it. The only difference between the 
idealist.and the lover in this respect is that 
the former always in the end hurtles earth- 
wards, whilst the Intter not quite so frequently 
meets the same fate, for in cases the 
lover is indebted for his safety to his wordl¥ 
possessions. And after all, love. like idealism. 
is beautiful as an abstract emotion, but it has 
a very powerful opponent in cold, matter-of- 
fact materialism. 


ROMAN OR GRECIAN ? 


The idealist is in nine cases out of ten un- 
sympathetic, (largely seifish. It ie not the cause 
of great worry to her how much cther people 
sufier so long as she can be happy in her 
dreams. Her intentions are to a very large ex- 
tent misleading; it may be that she does. not 
mean to be deliberately misleading: it may be 
perhaps unintentional, but for el) that her 
efror is there. 

‘And chiefly does the idealist show this side 
of her character in her dealings with men 
If a man shows by his attitude towards her 
that he is attracted by her, to put it mildly, 
what does she do? Smiles a little in a superi¢r 
kind of way, laughs at him a little, pities him 
a little in a condescending manner, and accepts 
at the same time all his favours and atten- 
tions. Then, later on, when, led to believe by 
the attitude she hes adopted towards him that 
she cares for him, he reveals to her his feclings 
and offers ber everything that is his own she 
coolly and without the elichtest 
“turns him down.” Why? Very often he- 
cause his note is Reman instead of Grecian. 
or the dimple which shonld have been under 
his left ear is in hie chin, or for come such 
ridiculously childwh thing You see, he does 
not represent her ideal man. Thank Goodness. 
no man does; these ideal men are always either

An Irish yee eae 
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(BY STEPHEN GWYNN.) 


F it were possible to discover the source 
of that talent for happiness which made 
Michael Sweetman’s presence a blessing, 
then, indeed, it would be worth while 
to attempt some sketch of this simple 

Irish country gentleman, who died last Sun- 
day, quietly; peacefully, and painiessiy, yet 
struck down in the prime of life, at 
his home in County Wexford, to which he had 
returned after the war's ending ended also his 
thirty years’ military service. Perhaps,) the 
secret is disclosed by what one of his oldest 
friends said as we walked behind the coffin: 
“There was not another man in Ireland so 
unselfish.’” Yet for that again a cauee has to 
be sought; nature does much, but it is not 
natural to think so constantly first of others 
that you will never even appear to be denying 
yourself anything. Discipline had helped. He 
was a soldier in every fibre of him; the stamp 
of it, unmistakable to the eye in his bearing, 
in the lines of his handsome face, of his tall, 
active figure, was,deeper yet in his mind. The 
best thing in the British military system is the 
stress that it lays on an officer’s duty to care 
for his men, and instinctive consideration for 
others was with Michael Sweetman, 

of a perfeetly disciplinefi nature. I had very 
little experience of him as a soldier, though we 
met first on active service; but he was thon 
attached as a supernumerary, almost {as a guest, 
to the Connaught Rangers, whom his’ brother-in- 
law, Colonel Feilding, commanded, and the bat- 
talion was then behind the lines. 

We went different ways soon after, he to tbe 
thankless task of commanding a labour group 
till all was over. But after the peace we talked 
interminably about the war, and this profes- 
sional soldier never grumbled. Yet the war had 
brought him professional! disappointment which 
might have soured any nature. Army discipline 
alone would hardly have achieved that triumph: 
he was under two disciplines, which passed into 
and supported each other, and the stronger of 
these was hie religion. Military service gave the 
outward mould to his life and duty, but the 
spirit in them was Christian. He never spoke of 
these things; it was only by some chance word 
that you would find how, instead of going round 
the farm before breekfast as usual, he had 
walked a mile across the hill to Mass at New- 
townbarry. 


FARMING AND FISHING. 


All his devotions were orderly and mapped 
out, soldier fashion, like everything else in his 
life, but-so arranged that they interfered with 
no one else’s comfort. His punctuality had no- 
thing fuésy about it. No one in his house was 
a slave to the clock, and a guest had little 
occasion to realise how regular and methodical 
was the whole existence. But when you tried 
to get him away from his farm, even for what 
he thoroughly enjoyed, it was plain that the 
new task into which he flung himself after the 
war was duty to hin as well as pleasure, Only 
two things took precedence of it. One was a 


yearly visit to his old regiment, the East Yorks, } 


for no one ever felt the regimental tie more 
strongly. The other was his fishing, and that 
he took almost as part of the farm—certainly 
as part of the way of life which went with the 
herre of k's fathers. He did not hunt in these 
last years: for, he said to me, he did not care 
to hunt if he was gomg to think twice about a 
fence. A very severe fall in India had forced 
him to realise the possibilities of hard riding 
when a man is married. But when the Slancy 
was in fishing order he fished it eagerly. Yet 
one thing pleased him more than to catch a 
salmon on his waters, and that was to sce his 
guest catch it: not merely once in a way, but 
as often as it might happen. And it was only 
his guests that he felt for. In this last season 
the lad who carried his gaff or landing net was 
an enthusiast, but hardly an expert: one or 
two salmon certainly were lost which “ The 
Colonel ” could easily have gafied himself, but 
that he would not baulk his gillie of his share 
in the fun. And, finally, Sprite, the little 
terrier, who always, if he got a chance, attacked 
the salmon’ in the water and added eingular 
hazards to playing a fish—well, Sprite got 
many a beating, but I do not think his master 
ever once really hardened his heart. to leave him 
behind. It is a great pleasure to think that 
one afternoon in this his last season, he and 
Sprite and Jemmy, among them, killed three 
salmon between lunch and tea, in the Ash-stand 
on his lawn. 


A PERFECT HOME. 

Three salmon-stands—Synnott’s Stream 
the one he loved best of them—at ihe 
of the long stretch of tree-studded pasture 
which slopes away in wide durves from the 
house : cae the house itself, madest and simple, 
yet well proportioned and spacious, standing on 
4 spot so weil chosen that it seemed a growth 
rather than a building, looking across lawn and 
river to the far-reaching heathery sides of 
Mount Leinster, up against the horizon to the 
South and West: it was a perfect home for an 
Irish gentleman and sportsman to come back 
to, and he loved it as it deserved. He loved his 
trees, but he loved sunbght, and he let in 
light and air where they were needed: he loved 
his land, and he set his mark on it for good. 
The hill field to-day carries a heavy crop of 
roots and potatoes, where, till three years ago, 
no one living remembered anything but bracken 
and brambles. As a farmer in County Wexford, 
he knew that he was an amateur competing 
against the best skill in Ireland; they could 
beat him always in buying and se!ling, and in 
the judgment of beasts, but he never let that 
discourage him; and I think that as a farmer 
he would have made good, for he applied him- 
self to know his farm as if it were his com- 
any. He even found occasion to be thankful 
for imcome tax, since his judgment approved 
the form of réquisitory submitted; dt gave 
him a working system for his accounts. But 
essentially he had a love for the land; jate 
and early he was on it, cleaning it, stubbing 
out briars and weeds that the average Iris 
farmer 1s apt to leave to their ‘own dovices. 
Had a long span of life been granted him, he 
might, merely as a farmer, even in Wexford, 
have given back to his neighbours good ex- 
change for the counsel he was always glad to 
seek from them. 


A TYPICAL INCIDENT 


But what concerns a wider Ireland than his 
parish or his county is the loss of a citizen 
who knew his duty and his rights, and could 
stand on them, in all loyalty and friendliness. 
He had very. little to say about what was 
happening in Ireland since he came home from 
France: there was, in truth, very little that 
could please him, and it was his habit, to avoid 
speaking blame of anyone. Yet he never shrank 
from facing tacts, and his quiet condemnation 
of certain actions done by forces of the Crown 
was all the more emphatic because he did not 
disguise his pain. On the other hand, his own 
position was clear, and when men came to him 
with a demand, before the truce of July, 1921, 
that he should contribute to the Republican Army, 
he answered them that it was impossible, since 
he was-a magistrate and an officer on the re- 
serve list drawing pay. ‘The answer was not 
given without risk, but it was courteously 
given; and he added that, if at any time the 
same request was made and he could legally 
comply, he would willingly do so. Last spring, 
when 1 was staying with him, he came in, look- 
ing partly amused, partly puzzled: a deputation 
had reminded him of his promise. I said 
that, eo far as I knew, the men were acting 
without orders from the Irish Government, 1 
not in breach of orders. Yet they had assured 
him they were for the Government, and, 
‘there’s my promise,” he said. Was it legal 
or not? We agreed that under the new con- 
ditions he certainly broke no law by giving 
what was asked, and he paid his assessment 
there and then.. Many other men of his class 
would have complied )n the first of these cases 
and refused at the latter, for at the latter 

eriod there was no apparent risk. He, as | 
think, stood to his principles where they bound 
him, and was respected for so doing; but he 
recognised algo the principles on which others 
acted, and went as far as he could in honour 
to make that recognition plain. 

To be cotrageous is not much use if you 
ere known to be quarrelsome or overbearing ; 
to be gentle, not much use if you are believed 
to be cowardly. But where there is courage 
and justice allied with gentleness and considera- 
tion, men. will turn there for counsel and for

International Chamber Music—A Mozart Feast 
—Schonberg. 


—. --+ <Q - 
(BY AN IRISH VISITOR.) 


HE abrupt severance of the amenities 
of diplomatic relationships arising from 
the great struggle of the Eurorean 
nations has had its counterpart in the 
cessation of the great musica! festivals 

which were such a feature of pre-war musical 
life 

We are a nation of travellers, and ever since 
the time of Handel British music has sought 
inspiration from the most eminent Continental 
sources. The melodic genius of Sullivan has 
been traced back through his master, Sir Joka 
Goss, to Thomas Attwood, who, in his studies 
abroad, received lessons from Mozart. In the 
circle of devotees surrounding Chopin and 
Liszt British musicians found a ready welcome, 
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masterpieces of dramatic art, oratorios, and 
spiritual plays. 

It is perhaps, fitting that, just as great 
cathedrals and abbeys are built over the tombs 
of saints, so this great temple should be built 
in the city of Mozart, a musical shrine to te 
visited by the art pilgrim. 

The International Conearts of Chamber Music 
were held in the Mozarteum, a beautiful burld- 
ing containing libraries, a schoia, and concert 
halls. Built by the Mozarteum Society in 1914, 
they were in every way memorable and of sur- 
passing interest, both from the personne! of 
the artists and the nature of the programme. 


A COSMOPOLITAN THRONG. 


There were seven concerts in four days-——four 
evening concerts and three matinées—and the 
programme included the names of fifty-four 
composers of fifteen different nationalities. 
There were present more than twenty com- 
posers of repute, and the international charac- 
ter of the executants may be 
fact that at the rehearsal for 
Arthur Bliss conducted an ensemb/e contain- 
ing—-an English singer (Miss Dorothy Moul- 
ton), German strings, French wind, Austman 
percussion, with a Dutchman at the piano. 

Modern English music was represented by 
works of Arthur Bliss, Arnold Bax, Gerard 
Williams, Gustay Holst, Eugéne Goossens, 
Armstrong Gibbs, and Dr. Ethel Smyth. Mr. 
Bliss and Dr. Smyth were present to sonduct 
their works. The relatively large part of the 
programme devoted to the works of British 
composers is an international tribute to the 
prestige of British music, which has never been 
higher since Purcell’s time. To an Irishman it 
is pleasing to recall that Ireland was not with- 
out a representative in such an assembly of 
the nations, for one of the finest solo violimsts 
was Madame Mary Dickenson-Auner, who, in 
the offictal list of artists, was described as hail- 
ing from Dublin. She played with the com- 
poser, Bélan Bartock’s Sonate fiir Violtne und 
Klavier, one of the three works generally agreed 
upon as being the most distinguished of the 
Festival, the others being the wondoerfal 
Quartet of Paul Hindemith, and the cycle of 
songs to medieval Christmas Carols by Gustav 
Holst. With these last are bound up some 
most delightful recollections of the Festival, 
particularly portions of the first and third 
songs, the remembrance of which recalls the 
thrill of ecstacy which their first hearing 
evoked 

Strangely enough, in England, one is always 
uneasy. about wind instruments. They are 
rarely up to form and never of outstandurg 
merit. The French excel in this respect, and ell 
the work for wind instruments in the Festival 
Was given to the renowned Soectété moderne 
d’instruments á vent. The Amar-Hiademith 
Quartet composed of very excellent 
people, whom we are- looking forward to hearing 
again Their interprétation of the fiendishly- 
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and the theatre built by Richard Wagner 


Bayreuth to perpetuate his works had been for | 


fifty years the recognised meeting place for 
musical people from all parts of the world 
These festivals served a two-fold purpose: they 
enabled the composer to meet his contemporaric 
and to hear their works, while they 
the student with masterpieces, so that by 
use of his powers of discrimination he might find 
something worthy of his emulation. 

The hiatus in these opportunities of hearing 
international music has had an chvious result 
in the tendency towards naturaliem in post-war 
music. This is by no means to be regretted, 
for the continued tradition of the best music 
being in Germany influenced composers, uncon 
sciously, perhaps, to write in the spimt of the 
German School. Since the war there has been 
a great renascence of music written in the Celts 
spirit, as exemplified in thé works of Holst and 
Vaughan Williams, coupled with a return to the 
spirit of the ecclesiastical modes and the reaiisa- 
tion of the essential importance of sound organic 
In all this England has led the way. 
France is following suit, and in the June issue 
of Die Musikbidtlter aes Auhri chs. devoted to 
present tendencies in Russian music, there is a 
wonderful similarity of concertion. 
Even in Germany and Austria, 
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the Quartet by Paul Hindemith, viola player 
in the quartet, has been referred to already as 
being one of the outstanding performances of 
Festiva!

THE MUNICH FESTIVAL. 


This year, emboldened by the probability of a 
large influx of visitors to Bavaria for the decen- 
nial performance of the Oberammergan Passion 
Play, the Munich Festival was made to assume 
some of its pre-war pageantry. lt is 
months’ duration, and the performances of 
‘Die Meistersinger,’’ “ Tristan,’ " Parsifal,” 
and all four portions of the Ring, given in the 
Prinz-Regenten Theatre, which is built on a 
model of Wagner’s Bayreuth Opera House, with 
its sunken orchestra, were pcriect im every 
way, and particularly interesting by reason of 
the new scenic effects which modern ideas of 
stage-craft have rendered necessary. Howover, 
earlier in the year, it had been announced that 
Dr. Rudolf Réti, ot Vienna and the Schéinberg 
circle, had arranged a series of International 
chamber music concerts at Salzburg, under the 
patronage of Richard Strauss, to take place 
immediately before the annual performances ol 
“ Das Salzburger Grosse Welttheater "’ and the 
Mozart cycle. 

As this was bound to be of transcending im- 
portance, and as it was necessary to spénd some 
time at Vienna and Innsbruck, our stay at 
Munich was. necessarily curtailed; and tho gentle 
attentions of the authorities in imposing a tax 
of anything’ from one hundred per cent. up 
wards on all our accounts, together with an ad- 
ditional tax for every day we remained in 
Munich, rendered us unwilhng to revisit them 
on our way home. ‘
